There, just recently, 
Prince of Wales, amidst the Dutch 
leaders of the old Transvaal, a unify- 
ing power, acclaimed by men who 
twenty 
foes. By the charm of his personality, 
by his graciousness, by his democratic 
bearing, by his background of tradi- 
tion, by his symbolism of what the 
British monarchy means, the Prince 
probably achieved as much for unity 
jn that historic gathering as a score of 
acts of parliament could probably 
achieve, 

Today the world perceives that un- 
der the British crown, under the Brit- 
ish monarchist, system, Hera 
flourishes the freest, the most repre- 
sentative and the most responsible 
government that history has seen, It 
perceives, too, that mere professions | 
of freedom do not constitute freedom 
jtself, that the terminology of liberty 
and liberty fiself are two distinct 
things, that the mere assertion of de- 
yotion to representative government, 
so common in republics, does not in 
actual practice make governments rep- 
resentative, 

It is something vast, something 
splendid, to be part of such a system. 
South Africa as a weak Republic, Can- 
ada as a state of the American Union 
— what would these be In comparison 
to their position as members of the 
British Commonwealth? That is the 
question that thoughtful men ask 
themselyes; and just so long as they 
ask it, Just £0 long as that interroga- 
tion remains, possibility of a sunder-; 
jng of the Britlkh empire is extremely | 
remote.—Ottawa Journal. 


Importance of Mining 


Six Hundred Million Dollars Invested 
In Industry 

In a recent report issued by the Do- 
minion bureau of statistics it is stated 
that over six hundred million dollars 
of cash is invested in the mining in- 
dusiry of Canada. In point of capital 
invesiment, mining exceeds all Cana- 
dian industries, with the exception of 
agriculture and railway transportation. 

In the report the mining industry is 
credited with a total Investment 
capital amounting to $559,51 
with par valuation of securities 
munounting to $774,749,281. These fig- 
ures give some idea of the tremendous 
size of the mining industry in Canada. 

About half the mining capital is Jn- 
vested Jn the pyovince of Ontaarlo.

Eloquent addresses delivered by Sir 
Esme Howard, the British ambassa- 
dor, and United States Secretary of 


Labor Davis at the Canadian Club ban- | 


quet in Washington recently, empha- 


sized the earnest desire of British and | 
American statesmen to advance the} 


cordial relations so long existing be- 
tween Canada and the United States, 
Secretary Davis was born in Wales, 
jand he could therefore ;speak with 
mpathy and understanding to Unit- 
led States citizens of Canadian birth. 
‘He made it plain that the exclusion of 
undesirable allens was a benefit to 
| both countries, and expressed the hope 
| that both countries might have a pop- 
Lulation devoted to liberty and repré- 
| sentative government,

| Sir Esme Howard showed no sym- 
| pathy with those who feared that 
| closer relations between this country 


and the Dominion would be prejudi- 
‘celal to the British Empire, His ex- 
| colle ney spoke-in part as follows: 

“IT recognize that every meeting of 
this kind helps to cement and streng- 
then the rapidly growing sentiments of 
jfriendship and goodwill between the 
nations of the British Empire and this 
great Commonwealth of the United 
|States whose hospitality we here en- 
joy. 

“The springing up of Canadian clubs 
and English-speaking unions through- 
out the United States will never, I am 


|the part of this country. We in Eng- 
land only want friendship and good 
| fellowship—we have no other axe to 
grind—and I have not yet Meard any 
whisper that the Canadian clubs were 
promoting an agitation in this coun- 
{try for the annexation of the United

A duty of $12 levied on a large Brit- 
jish flag brought to the United States 
!by the British advertising delegation, 
| to be, presented to the city of Houston, 
| Tex xas, Where the Advertising Clubs of 
| the world were meeting In convention, 
aroused the fre of New York adyertis- 

}ing men, 
The flag brought by the British dele- 
| Bajion was a large and handsome em- 
{blem of embroldered silk. It was a 
| British flag brought to reciprocate for 
{the beautiful American flags present- 
ed to English citles last year by 
| American delegations to the advertis- 
ing convention, 

The customs men told the British 
delegates that the law required the 
levying of a duty of $12. The delega- 
tion explained that the flag was to be 
a gift but the authorities pointed to 
the law which makes no provision for 
such emergencies. The visiting dele- 
gates paid the duty and left with the 
flag. 

When the New York advertising 
men heard about the incident they 
were indignant. They communicated 
with the customs authorities and ask- 
ed for a refund of the money, but were 
informed that only a special act of 
congress could grant the request. 

“It 1s one of those unfortunate cases 
where the law works a hardship,” said 
an oficial, “The law gives us no dis- 
cretion in such matters. The law Is 
on the books and we are charged with 
the regponsibility of enforcing it. If 
the people don't like the law they 
should have Jt repealed or so changed 
as to meet these special cases,”
